Classic blue, a lead- 
er during the past two months, has 
been relegated to second place in 
the blue color family.

i Mechanical Difficulties im 


Development of Diesel 
Engines Conquered 


American Petro- 
leum Institute show that in few 
fields of mechanical accomplish- 
ment has man’s ingenuity been 
more strikingly demonstrated than 
in the comparatively recent devel- 
opment of the oil-burning Diesel 
engine. 

It came into being during the age 
when the steam engine held com- 
plete sway as a prime mover, the 
brain child of Dr. Rudolf Diesel, a 
German scientist, who sought to 
eliminate the steam engine’s boiler

and burn fuel, such as coal dust, 
directly in the engine cylinder. His 
early ‘experiments disclosed the 


drawbacks attending the use of the 
coal dust as fuel, and as oil could be 
burned easily, subsequent develop- 
ment advanced along this line. 

The steam engine seldom applied 
more than 18 per cent. of the total 
heat energy of its fuel to the ac- 
complishment of mechanical work. 
The early Diesels, on the other 
hand, although ponderous affairs, 
demonstrated their ability to trans- 
form from 25 to 34 per cent. of the 
potential heat value of their fuel 
into actual work. This feature, 
added to those of higher economy, 
space saving and an increasing sup- 
ply of cheap liquid fuel, created a 
real demand for the new type motor. 

Initial progress was slow. It was 
difficult to find metals capable of 
| withstanding the intense heat of 
operating temperatures necessarily 
high, because the Diesel engine de- 
pends upon the heat of high com- 
pression, rather than an electric 
spark, to ignite the fuel charge. fi 
was necessary also to develop lubri- 
cants suitable for pse in high tem- 
| peratures and great pressures, a 
problem which attracted the en- 
| gineering and refining skill of oil 


| company experts. Their success in ‘g 


| developing a Diesel lubricant, how- 
ever, led to its wider use.
